The following Poem has been written partly with the 
design of recording the impressions of the Author on 
visiting Italy eighteen months since. The period 
which it endeavours slightly to illustrate is fixed in 
the earliest time of the Middle Ages^ and he has 
availed himself of the name of the Colonna to give 
consistency to the fanciful tale which is here introduced. 
The contorni of Rome, to which it chiefly relates^ 
convey, beyond comparison, the most agreeable view 
that coimtry exhibits as regards its scenery, antiquities, 
and the fine appearance of the people generally, while 
the associations which are awakened on treading a soil 
where we fancy ourselves brought nearer, as it were, 
to those incidents, which, in early youth, have warmed

the imagination^ are among the most lively and in- 
teresting we can experience. 

Whatever allusions to the scenery of Italy the 
following pages may contain^ have been derived en- 
tirely from recollections which have become consider- 
ably weakened in their power and effect, from the 
length of time the Author allowed to elapse ere the 
idea of placing his impressions on paper had occurred 
to his mind. 

Each of the tales here included is entire and distinct 
in itself, although its effect is in some measure de- 
signed to bear upon the principal one, and, with few 
exceptions, the incidents of the narrative are referred 
to the same locality. 

It may be remarked as a peculiar — perhaps objection- 
able feature, that ample use is made of lengthened 
figures ; yet the Author does not conceive that such a 
style is necessarily objectionable, because it has not 
been followed of late: its merits will be determined 
rather by the success of the execution, as such a form 
of expression offers undoubted advantages peculiar to 
itself.

The irregular metre adopted, while it affords the 
greatest facility in composition, and has been often 
shown to possess extraordinary power in descrip- 
tions of external nature, has its defects, and none 
is more likely to induce homely and ineffective lan- 
guage in the less important parts of the narrative. 
The taste of the day, perhaps, offers an obstacle to 
success; yet the Author, while conscious of the 
undefined prejudice which subsists against verse, 
would consistently hope to be judged from the 
general design of the poem, and the merits of 
those passages, where, from the superior interest and 
importance of the subject, a greater effort may be 
requisite — if such passages should bear a fair pro- 
portion to the whole.

♦ Gibbon thus writes : — " The name and arms of Colonna have 
been the theme of much doubtful etymology. Their first historical 
appearance, in the year 1104, attests their power and antiquity, 
while it explains the simple meaning of the name. By the usur- 
pation of Cavse, the Colonna provoked the arms of Paschal the se- 
cond, but they lawfully held, in the Campagnia of Rome, the here- 
ditary fiefs of Zagarola and Colonna, and the latter of these towns 
was probably adorned with some lofty pillar, the relic of a villa or 
temple. According to their own and public opinion, their primi- 
tive and remote source was derived from the banks of the Rhine.** — 
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Bearing along hig feudal bands 

To wrest dominion from the hands 

Of one, who in imguarded hour. 

Had stolen upon Colonna's power ; 

But this proud chief could never brook 

An insult that his sires ne'er took. 

Whose mighty torrent from the shore 

Where Rhine's broad waters heap their store

* " The most remarkable volcanic quarter of Campania except 
Vesuvius is the ground between Naples and Cumae. In that range 
there are no fewer tJian twenty -seven craters, some of which, how- 
ever, are doubtful. The Solfatara or Forum Vulcani is, except 
two or three smaller spots, the only crater which can be considered 
in any degree active. In 1538, however, a new mouth broke out 
in the night of September of that year, after twenty earthquakes had 
occurred within twenty-four hours ; the inhabitants of Tripergoli, 
a little town on the bank of the Lucrine lake, saw a flaming abyss 
open between their houses and the suburb and castle. Discharges 
of fiery stones drove away them and the people of the neighbouring 
towns ; dark smoke covered the spot for four days ; the sea retired, 
and the coast beside Pozzuoli rose more than twenty feet. When 
the darkness cleared off, Monte Nuovo, an eminence still on the 
spot, 440 feet high, and a mile and a half round, was seen between 
Gaurus, Avemus, and the sea.
